Farmer Fined For 

Not Paying 

Seed Grain Advance 

(From Calgary Herald) 

First man to be tried in this city 
under the Agricultural Relief Advan¬ 
ces Act of 1936, Arnold John Gray, 
farmer, 15 miles west of Calgary, 
pleaded guilty to a charge of selling 
grain, contrary to the provisions of 
the Act. 

Gray was said to have sold 300 
bushels of wheat and 650 bushels of 
oats, failing to make restitution to the 
government for 70 bushels of oats and 
70 bushels of wheat he received as 
spring seed on April 28, 1937. He was 
given until the end of March to pay 
the penalty. 

In pointing out the seriousness of 
the charge. Crown Prosecutor M. H. 
Staples stated, under provisions of the 
act, it was an offence to sell any grain 
for three years after the advances had 
been made, without the consent of 
the municipality. Total value of the 
..pring seed Gray received wca $119 ?i 

Gray told Magistrate George W. Ed¬ 
munds, he thought he had enough 
grain left on hand to cover the advan¬ 
ces made by the government, but that 
iater the price of grain had dropped 
10 to 15 cents. 

In giving sentence, Magistrate Ed¬ 
munds stated the offence was of a 
serious nature. “I haven’t heard of any 
prosecutions under this act before and 

am taking that into consideration. 
Just because I am going to treat you 
eniently, I don’t want any other 
iarmers to think they can get off so 
easily. Under the circumstances, I fire 
you $10 and no costs, and to make res¬ 
titution and in default, six months’ im¬ 
prisonment.” 


Sub-soil Moisture Conditions Best 
In Years; Near Ten Year Average 


Water Conservation Dams 
Are Full; Results of Basin 
Lister Method Followed With 
Interest. 

With sub-soil moisture conditions 
practically up to the ten 7 year average 
farmers in this district will be able to 
sow their wheat this spring with the 
knowledge that chances for an aver- 
age good crop, based on spring mois¬ 
ture conditions, are far better than at 
this same time last year. The ten-year 
average for sub-soil moisture at this 
time of year in the district of which 
Vulcan is a part is 4.75 inches. Last 
year at this time moisture in the 
ground was charted at 2.16 inches, less 
than one half of what it is at present. 
According to Searle Grain Co. reports 
wheat that will be planted this year 
already has a sub-soil moisture re¬ 
serve of 4.65 inches, which is vevy 
close to normal. Those farmers who 
have made efforts to conserve the 
moisture in their fields and reduce the 
yearly spring run-off, will undoubtedly 
have more than 4.65 inches, sub-soil re¬ 
serve. 

Various dams throughout the dis¬ 
trict, constructed under the Prairie 
Farm Rehabilitation scheme, are full 
to overflowing and will provide water 
for stock watering conservation, the 
results of which will* be watched with 
much interest, is the basin lister meth¬ 
od which has- been employed by A. J. 
Clayton. The basin listing machine 
was’ constructed by Mr. Clayton from 
a Wheatland plow, only six discs be¬ 
ing used ' and five of these having a 
semi-circular bit removed. Small pits, 
about two feet apart and six to nine 
inches deep are thus dug in the land 
and each of these pits holds from 10 
to 15 gallons of water when full. In 
this w r ay the spring run-off of water is 
prevented and sloughs on Mr. Clay¬ 
ton’s land which normally hold two ft.

Optimist 
though he may be, he knows that the entire population of 
Alberta, is not in accord with him in his criticism on cojrts 
and judiciary.

children of this fair province—are in complete accord with 
him. This assumption that everybody is supporting him in 
nis weird conflicts with organized institutional^ palpably 
false. But the very volume of his tirades and the reckless¬ 
ness of his assertions, may leave outsiders with a wrong 
impression. It obliterates from their view the large body 
of opinion in, Alberta, which is directly opposed to the Soc¬ 
ial Credit mirage. 

In the first bloom of his election victory in 1935, he might 
have been excused for taking a large view of electoral sup¬ 
port. But the subsequent inflictions of his government 
have crystallized the sentiment of his pre-election opposi¬ 
tion, and have chilled the ardor of those who hoped for ef¬ 
ficiency and economy.

The Muted Taxpayer 

Mayor Jamieson Bone, of Belleville, 
told a convention of Ontario mayors 
that 1.500 property owners in his city 
provide its entire population of 15,000 
with fire and police protection, paved 
streets, various other services and 
free education. 

Incidentally, education takes a third 
of Belleville’s taxes. 

High property taxes have so dis¬ 
couraged property owners that there 
s little building. The building trades 
have been crippled. And about 60 per¬ 
cent. of Belleville’s population is de¬ 
pendent upon the building trades. 

In Winnipeg, property owners pay 
92 per cent, of that city’s taxes. As 
voters they are outnumbered two to 
one by those who,, all together con¬ 
tribute but eight per cen£. of the mun¬ 
icipal revenue. There, too, the build¬ 
ing trades are flat. 

The same sort of picture could be 
drawn of most Canadian cities. The 
demands of the majority who pay lit¬ 
tle or nothing are met by increasing 
imposition upon the minority who pay 
nearly all." 

Forgotten is the fable of the goose 
which laid the golden eggs. 

What is true of municipal spend¬ 
ing is true of all government spend¬ 
ing. There is a Jlethora of spending 
agencies, but only one set of drained 
taxpayers. 

There would be less unemployment 
were there less spending by govern¬ 
ments and more spending by property 
owners and business. 

The Rowell Commission has noticed 
no shortage of briefs from govern¬ 
ment spenders, who all want to get 
more fo spend. 

But who is going to enter a brief 
For the taxpayer? Where are all the 
people’s paid representatives who, in 
appealing for votes, promises to look 
after the interests of the man who 
puts up the money?—Maclean’s Mag¬ 
azine.
